2. APRIL 2 QUADRILATERAL - NEHERLANDS AND US REPS MET WITH 
SOVIET ANDTUN GARIAN REPS MORNING OF APRIL 2. NETHERLANDS REP 
SUMMARIZED THE SESSION FOR THE AD HOC GROUP BY SAYING THAT IT 
WAS LARGELY INCONCLUSIVE AND HAD BASICALLY REVIEWED OTD POSITIONS. 
HE COMMENTED THAT HUNGARIAN REP USTOR REASONED IN A WAY MORE 
ACCEPTABLE TO THE WEST THAN DID HIS SOVIET COLLEAGUES. HOWEVER, 
BOTH SOVIET AND HUNGARIAN REPS REITERATEDTHEIR POSITION THAT THE 
WEST HAD NOT YET DEVELOPED A TRULY NEUTRAL RESOLUTION TO THE 
PRESENT HUNGARIAN PARTICIPATION PROBLEM AND HAD EMPHASIZED THE 
EASTERN AND MIN IRRIGATION ARBSOUI WOULD BE 
POSSIBILITIES IF ALGERIANS WISH EXPAND SCHEDULE. 

GHOZALI WILL PROBABLY BE IN EUROPE TO RECUPERATE FROM 
POST- NEGOTIATION NERVOUS EXHAUSTION.
